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THE  free  and  the  enlightened  spirit  of  go¬ 
vernment  in  Britain,  which  is  the  just  boast 
of  its  natives  and  the  subject  of  admiration 
to  foreigners,  is  in  no  instance  so  conspicuous 
as  in  the  toleration  granted  to  all  religious 
sects  ;  by  which  means,  principally  t  full  scope 
is  given  to  the  free  elicitation  of  moral  prin¬ 
ciples,  and  the  exercise  of  social  virtues.  The 
various  excellent  and  munificent  charitable 
Institutions  with  which  this  kingdom  abounds 
is  a  decisive  evidence  that  where  the  mind 
is  unshackled^  the  heart  expands,  and  human 
nature  beams  with  all  Us  native  excellence. 
Charity — that  benign  sentiment  which  ap¬ 
proximates  man  to  his  celestial  origin,  is 
the  point  around  which  the  votaries  of  every 
persuasion  rally,  and  the  centre  whose  attrac¬ 
tion  proves  the  congeniality  of  their  feeling. 
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The  Jewish  nation  has^  from  its  continued 
conflicts  with  external  evils,  ever  been  thrown 
into  a  concentrated  collision  zvith  the  suffer- 
mgs  of  its  indigent  members,  so  that  the 
sentiment  of  charity  has  grown  with  its  re¬ 
novated  groxvth,  and  become,  as  it  were,  in¬ 
herent  in  its  nature;  insomuch,  that  in 
this  happy  country,  where  its  propensities 
have  freedom  for  expansion,  no  object  of  cha¬ 
rity  has  failed  to  meet  zvith  relief,  and  no 
benevolent  scheme  fallen  short  of  support  : 
pecidiarity  of  tenets  has  never  been  the  occa¬ 
sion  of  any  distinction,  for  the  proper  ob¬ 
ject  of  humanity  is  Man:  to  their  ozvn 
poor,  hozvever,  their  peculiar  attention 
must  naturally  be  most  forcibly  draivn ; 
and  the  consideration  that  occasional  re¬ 
lief  can  only  be  temporarily  useful,  has 
given  rise  to  the  endeavour,  by  some  radical 
means,  to  prevent  the  recurrence  of  misery. 
This  was  the  end  and  purport  for  zvhich  the 
“  Jews*  Hospital,  for  Aged  Poor  and  the 
Education  and  Employment  of  Youth/*  ecai* 
projected,  and  by  Christian  as  well  as  Jewish 
liberality  happily  instituted. 


The  Establishment  commenced,  in  1807^ 
zvith  the  reception  of  ten  aged  and  eighteen 
young  persons,  zvhich  by  subsequent  benevo¬ 
lences  the  Managers  have  been  enabled  to 
augment  as  follozvs : 

12  Aged  Persons, 

J2  Boys,  Shoe-Makers, 

6  Ditto,  Basket- Makers, 

G  Ditto,  Chair-Makers, 

8  Ditto,  at  School 

32  Boys, 

20  Girls, 

64  Inmates, 

Five  Boys  having  completed  their  apprentice¬ 
ship  zvill  shortly  leave  the  House,  who,  it  is 
presumed,  zvill  practically  evince  the  excel¬ 
lence  of  their  tuition  by  the  pi'opriety  of  their 
conduct  and  the  perfection  of  their  talent. 
Seventeen  Girls  have  already  been  placed 
in  respectable  families  as  servants,  of  whom 
two  have,  according  to  a  regulation  to  that 
end,  claimed  and  received  five  guineas  each 
as  a  gratuity  for  their  certified  correct  con¬ 
duct  ;  and  one  Girl  ( proving  zvell  qualified) 
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has  been  articled  to-  the  School-Mistress  in 
the  HousCy  as  an  Assistant  Teacher. 

Highly  gratifying  mu^t  be  the  refection  of 
thus  affording  comfort  to  the  indigent  aged^ 
tvhoy  reduced  by  misfortune  from  a  former 
state  of  comparative  affluenc€y  are  at  the  de¬ 
cline  of  life  enabled  to  end  their  mortal  career 
with  content  and  ease  :  but  still  more  delight¬ 
ful  must  be  the  feelings  of  the  benevolent  y  in 
beholding  a  member  of  the  rising  generation 
rescued  from  the  evils  of  penury  and 
vice,  and  educated  in  the  principles  of  reli¬ 
gion  and  morality,  instructed  in  the  know¬ 
ledge  of  useful  arts,  and  habituated  to  in¬ 
dustrious  occupations,  eventually  sent  forth 
usefid  and  exemplary  members  of  society. 

The  affairs  of  the  Institution  are  managed, 
under  the  Patronage  of  his  Royal  High¬ 
ness  the  Duke  of  Sussex,  by  the  President, 
two  Vice-Presidents,  and  two  Treasurers, 
n  ho,  with  tzvelve  selected  Governors,  form 
the  Committee  for  General  Purposes ;  a 
House  Committee  of  twenty -four  Governors, 
for  the  internal  regulation,  further  subdi¬ 
viding  themselves  into  Sub-Committees  for 
the  superintendence  of  Education, 


US  also  by  a  Trade  and  a  Building  Commit¬ 
tee.  Thus  constituted,  the  Jezvs*  Hospital 
dispenses  its  benefits  whereby  the  Poor  may 
be  said  to  be  more  than  relieved,  the  Aged 
find  an  asylum  iu  the  decline  of  life,  while 
the  Youth  are  piously  educated,  trained  in 
industrious  habits,  and  taught  handicraft 
trades for  their  future  furtherance  in  life. 
Society  thus  becomes  a  gainer,  and  the  Jew¬ 
ish  nation  acquires  respect  and  honour. 

Nor  indeed  has  it  failed  to  produce  the  lat¬ 
ter  happy  effect ;  for  through  the  introduction 
oj  its  late  President,  ( D.  Eliason,  Esq.)  his 
Boyal  Highness  the  Duke  of  Sussex  has  been 
induced  to  honour  the  Institution  with  an  in¬ 
specting  vis  it,  and  after  graciously  expressing 
his  approbation  of  its  purposes  and  conduct, 
condescended  to  honour  the  last  Anniversary 
with  his  royal  presence ;  when  warmly  im¬ 
pressed  with  the  true  spirit  of  charity,  he  ge- 
nerouoly  declared  himself  its  Patron,  with  a 
promise  of  his  future  countenance. 

More  than  half  of  the  ground  occupied  by 
the  Hospital  being  held  on  a  short  lease 
from  the  Crown,  a  petition  has  been  p're^ 
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salted  to  the  Coiiunis  si  oner's  of  his  Majesty  s 
Woods  and  Forests  for  its  prolongation : 
zvhich  Board  in  consideration  of  the  premises 
being  occupied  for  a  charitable  purpose,  has 
granted  a  renewol  of  the  lease  for  ninety- 
nine  years,  on  certain  tei'ms,  and  has 
even  been  kind  enough  to  supersede  a 
plan  of  improvement  before  laid  down  by 
the  Surveyor  of  the  Crown,  for  building  a 
street  and  terrace,  zvhich  zvovld  have  occu^ 
pied  the  zvhole  of  that  scite  j  the  Hospital, 
on  its  part,  engaging  to  build  to  the  amount 
of  ^2000  for  its  own  purposes  only,  and  to 
submit  their  plans  to  the  Board,  In  compli¬ 
ance  with  this,  it  is  in  contemplation  imme¬ 
diately  to  fulfil  a  previous  Resolution  for  the 
erection  of  a  distinct  habitation  for  the  aged 
persons,  zvhose  comforts  will  thus  be  increas¬ 
ed,  while  the  young  will  be  less  exposed  to 
contract  the  objectionable  habits  and  vitiated 
language  generally  found  to  be  attached  to 
the  aged  of  this  class :  as  well  as  some  fur¬ 
ther  improvements  which  are  necessary  to  en¬ 
large  the  Offices,  and  afford  more  convenience 
for  the  reception  of  a  greater  number  of  youth. 
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The  Anniversary  is  not  only  a  scene  exhi- 
lirating  to  the  philanthropist  and  a  festival 
of  self  gratulat ion  to  the  Governors^  hut  it  is 
an  exhibition  of  true  charity^  where^  diS’^ 
regarding  any  distinction  of  religion  or  sect^ 
the  heart  expands  with  the  warm  impulse  of 
humanity ;  and  the  Jetvs^  Hospital  is  ho^ 
noured  by  royal  proteotion^  and  liberally  sup^ 
ported  by  all  parties  as  an  Institution  calcu^ 
lated  to  benefit  the  poor^  and  promote  the  ge¬ 
neral  interests  of  society  ;  while  it  proves  that 
persons  of  every  persuasion  can^  by  becoming 
useful  citizens^  be  protected  and  flourish 
under  the  mild  and  free  constitution  of  the 
British  realm.
